THE trial of two teenagers accused 
of starting a blaze in Harlow which 
left a young woman dead and her 
boyfriend brain damaged is due to 
begin today (Thursday). 

The boys, who were aged 13 and 14 
at the time of the fire, deny murdering 
Kerry Youngs and causing grievous 
bodily harm to Kevin Chappie. They 
also deny manslaughter and arson with 
intent to endanger life and being reck¬ 
less as to whether life 
was endangered.

40-year-old woman who 
is the mother of the 
younger boy and a 37- 
year-old man who is his 
former stepfather - deny 
committing acts tending 
or intending to pervert 
the course of justice by 
making a false statement 
about the boy’s 
whereabouts. 

A 15-year-old girl has 
also denied making a 
false statement. 

The jury of eight men 
and four women heard 
the pleas at Chelmsford 
Crown Court yesterday 
before they were sent 
home by the judge until 
today (Thursday). 
Initially none of the 
defendants in the case 
could be named but as 
one of the boys - Carl 
Manton, of Long Banks, 
Harlow - has now 
turned 18 the judge 
made an order that he 
could be identified. 
However, the other four 
defendants still cannot 
be named for legal 
reasons. 

Martin Levett, 
prosecuting, said the 
charges had been broken 
down into two parts - 
one against the boys and 
the other against the 
three other defendants. 
“One part concerns the 
two boys - murder, 
manslaughter and 
setting fire to a building 
killing one and causing 
serious brain damage to 
another,” he said. 

The other part 
concerned statements by 
the mother, stepfather 
and girl which, he said, 
were designed to put 
police off the scent. 

The jury is expected to 
visit the scene of the 
fire tomorrow (Friday). 
Miss Youngs (24) and 
Mr Chappie (27) were 
in their flat at Sherwood 
House, in Bush Fair, 
Harlow on May 4, 2005 
when the empty 
property directly below 
was set on fire. 

Both Miss Youngs and 
Mr Chappie were pulled 
unconscious from the 
burning building by 
firefighters. However, 
Miss Youngs never 
regained consciousness 
and died two days later 
in hospital, while Mr 
Chappie sustained 
severe brain damage and 
now requires 24-hour 
care. 


Head's praise 
for design of 
'super' school 



THE public will get their first 
view of plans for a new ‘super 
school’ in Harlow when they 
go on display today (Thurs- 
day). 

Four years after the relocation of 
Passmores School to the former 
Brays Grove School site, in 
Trayces Road, was first mooted, 
an artist’s impression of the 
planned £20m building alongside 
blueprints for the scheme will be 
put on show at the start of a formal 
consultation process. 

Passmores headteacher Vic 
Goddard said: “I think the building 
looks fantastic and cannot fault the 
architects and developers. 

“It will be a landmark building for 
the town and it will grace the gateway 
from the Ml 1 well. It will be a school 
which will be fit for 21st century edu¬ 
cation. 

“There will always be people who 
will have concerns about the project 
but I hope people realise this is a big 
investment in the young people of the 
town. I think this is going to make a 
big statement about Harlow in the 
future.”

on the plans since January and are said 
to have worked closely with the school 
and its pupils in order to deliver the 
most suitable learning environment. 

If all goes to schedule, a planning 
application will be submitted in June 
with a view to start building work 
early next year and the school opening 
in 2011. 

The new school will initially serve 
1,050 pupils but this will increase to 
1 , 200 . 

However, not everyone is supportive 
of the project. Jim Rogers, of the Save 
Passmores Action Group, said: 
“Passmores had made remarkable 
progress over the last few years and it 
seems a great nonsense to take away an 
asset that will have untold worth to 
youngsters this side of Harlow and cre¬ 
ate something else half-a-mile away.” 

Representatives from Essex County 
Council, the contractors Willmott 
Dixon and architects Jestico and 
Whiles will be in attendance to discuss 
the design at the Park Inn Hotel, 
Southern Way, Harlow, from 3-7pm 
today.

Nine arrests as police swoop in dawn raids 


NINE people were arrested when 
police carried out a series of dawn 
raids in towns including Harlow. 

Warrants were executed at a num¬ 
ber of properties in the town as well 
as Bishop’s Stortford and Sawbridge- 
worth on Tuesday in an operation tar¬ 
geting those suspected of vehicle 
crime and burglary. 


Four people - three men aged 25, 
24 and 17 and a woman aged 20 - 
were arrested in Harlow. A further 
five people were arrested in Bishop's 
Stortford and Sawbridgeworth. 

Inspector Damien Kennedy, who 
led the raids, said: “I am really 
pleased with the outcome of this 
operation which has seen some very 


significant arrests. 

“This initiative was carried out in 
response to burglary and vehicle 
crime and demonstrates our commit¬ 
ment to driving down crime.” 

It should also act as a warning to 
would-be criminals that East Herts is 
a no-go area and they will be caught 
and dealt with if they break the law.”

A WOMAN who survived two life- 
threatening blood clots is urging 
people to make themselves aware of 
the danger signs before it is too late. 

Mum-of-three Diane Higgins (39), of 
Appleton Close, Harlow, was diagnosed 
with a blood clot on her lung 15 years ago. 
Earlier this year she felt a pain in her calf five 
days after a short hospital stay and returned to 
hospital to get it checked out. 

“When I was examined by the doctors in 
accident and emergency it all became a bit of a 
whirlwind,” she said. “I was absolutely 
devastated when I was diagnosed with another 
blood clot in my leg, especially knowing just 
how serious a clot like this could too easily 
become. 

“By acting quickly I am sure that it prevented 
me from developing life-threatening 
complications and long-term health after-effects 
this time round." 

Now, Mrs Higgins is backing a national 
campaign by the charity AntiCoagulation 
Europe which aims to make people aware of the 
symptoms of blood clots in order to save lives. 
The campaign slogan is Stop the Clot - “blunt 
and to the point”, said Mrs Higgins - and 
highlights the fact that blood clots can kill. It 
encourages people to request a risk assessment

when they are admitted to hospital. 

“You might think that you are wasting the 
nurse or doctor's time but it is just not worth 
taking the risk of getting a hospital acquired 
blood clot,” said Mrs Higgins. 

She still has a dull ache in her leg and is limited 
in the exercise she can take. She is not allowed 
to drive and is still signed off work. 

“Now my husband and family are 
aware about the risks of blood 
clots they are obviously very 
concerned with what happened 
to me,” she added. 

“We all support raising 
awareness about the dangers of 
getting a blood clot while in 
hospital and urge everyone to 
remember to ask for a blood 
clot risk assessment so they do 
not become another blood clot 
statistic.”

ONE of the Gibberd Garden’s 
most striking sculptures has been 
restored to its former glory after 
experts warned the weather¬ 
beaten work of art was in danger 
of crumbling. 

Gerda Rubinstein’s Lucinda , an 
elegant fibreglass sculpture 
dating back to 1979, once again 
takes pride of place in the garden 
at the home of the late Harlow 
masterplanner Sir Frederick 
Gibberd in Marsh Lane, Harlow. 
The German-born sculptress 
travelled from her home in 
Reigate to attend the official 
unveiling and garden marketing 
manager Gordon Whittle told the 
Star she was thrilled with the 
result. 

“Gerda was very happy with the 
restoration,” he said. “It’s 
wonderful to see the sculpture 
returned to its former glory. 

“It was one of Sir Frederick’s 
favourites but it had 
unfortunately fallen prey to the 
elements.”

A MAN has been left blinded in one 
eye following a violent assault in a 
Harlow pub. 

The unnamed 32-year-old victim was 
drinking at The Herald, in Broadley Road, 
on Friday evening when he became 
involved in a heated discussion with a 
group of men, one of whom punched him 
in the face. 

The man returned home and a housemate 
called an ambulance. He was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital where doctors treated his 
serious facial injury but were unable to prevent 
him from losing the sight in his right eye. 

The victim was unable to give police a 
description of his attacker as he did not see the 
man clearly. Police are appealing for any wit¬ 
nesses to the incident to come forward. 

Detective Kerstin Chissel said: “We know 
that there were a lot of people in the pub that 
night for a private party and I would ask anyone 
who was there to contact me and tell me the cir¬ 
cumstances leading up to assault or what they 
witnessed. 

“The man suffered a life-changing injury and 
we need to speak to those responsible.”

Owner's plea after 
pet parrot escapes 
through a dog flap 


THE distraught owner of a 
missing parrot has pleaded with 
Harlow residents to keep an eye 
out for her prized pet after it 
made a break for freedom. 

Julie Branch, who has hand- 
reared the African Grey called 
Chook-Chook since birth, said it 
escaped through a dog flap in 
the back door of her home in 
Harberts Road last Tuesday. 

The bird was spotted in a 
neighbour’s back garden the fol¬ 
lowing day but has not been 
seen since. 

Mrs Branch fears Chook- 
Chook will struggle to survive 
in the wild and is worried it may 
have already been attacked by 
another animal. 

“I haven’t been able to sleep 


this past week as I’ve been so 
worried,” she told the Star. “I’m 
really worried she’s been 
attacked or has got lost. 

“I would urge people to keep 
their eyes peeled for any unusu¬ 
al-looking birds. 

“She has been micro-chipped 
so that if she’s taken to a vet they 
will be able to identify her, but I 
would be grateful if anyone who 
may have seen her could get in 
touch with me as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Chook-Chook is grey with 
red tail feathers and white patch¬ 
es around her eyes and is miss¬ 
ing feathers from her breast. If

Epping, Harlow, B.St’frd 
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Roadworks a step 
in right direction 

SIR, I have just read the two letters in 
this Star paper moaning about the A414 
widening and felt compelled to respond. 
Whilst I agree that this widening will not 
instantly solve the congestion problems in 
Harlow, it is a step in the right direction 
and as such should be viewed as a 
platform towards achieving that goal. 

This seems a far better use of public 
money than the damned bus lane which 
has been built and where we could have 
got a dualled road for not that much more 
money 

As the dual carriageway will now extend 
to the Southern Way roundabout into 
Harlow this should have the effect of 
keeping the Hastingwood roundabout 
clear. True, there will still be congestion 
but it will be further away from the Mil 
which is surely good news. 

Ideally, the stretch of road between 
Southern Way and the Clock House 
roundabout should be dualled, too, to link 
up with the dual stretch toward Church 
Langely.

Finally, I had to laugh at E.J Vine's 
comment that the Ml 1 was built around 
the wrong side of Harlow. The Ml 1 was 
intended to be a link to Stansted and 
Cambridge, not merely as a bypass for 
Harlow. Hopefully we will get a northern

H ARLOW Town Park 
has long been a 
popular attraction 
with residents, as much for 
its water features as 
anything else. 

The construction of the park’s 
water gardens began in 1964, 
transforming the once flat area 
which featured water cress beds 
into a spectacle complete with 
three pools linked by a steady 
flow of water. 

The surrounding area was 
landscaped to create grassy mounds 
and rockeries, with trees and bushes 
planted to complete the oasis. 

The work was the talk of the town, 
costing what was then a rather 
substantial £32,700, but the full 
impact would not be appreciated for 
at least another 30 years, until the 
plantings had matured. 

Regular correspondent Ron Bill was 
kind enough to bring us a cutting 
from the Harlow Citizen on October 
30, 1964. 


“Shifting sands, the job of bending 
gardens with the existing landscape 
while making the surrounds hard 
enough to take everyday wear and 
tear, and the delicate operation of 
laying pipes in the hillside to tap 
spring water to the gardens from a 
natural spring near the paddling 
pool, all add up to make it a major 
engineering project,” it reads. 

“But it will take time for the full 
effect of landscaping and panning to 
be realised; trees and rockeries 
surrounding the gardens and 
screening them from the Park Lane 
cottages will take decades to 


mature.” 

The water gardens are now fully 
mature and still popular with 
youngsters to watch the fish and 
other wildlife for which it is home.

“Rogue wheel clampers 
shouldn’t be able to get away 
with unacceptable practices 
in Harlow and I will respond 
immediately to the 
Government’s consultation, 
putting Harlow’s case for¬ 
ward.”

MONEY raised from this year’s 
Midnight Walk will help to fund 
St Clare Hospice’s day therapy 
service which sees 36 patients a 
week. 

The service is just like a home-from- 
home with a lounge where patients can 
sit and chat and a dining room where 
they can enjoy arts and crafts, play 
games and have lunch together. 

“Patients come for one day a week over a 12 
week period,” said service manager Beth 
Burton. “While they are with us patients have 
the chance to talk to others with similar 
illnesses, discussing their experiences and 
offering each other support. 

“The service not only provides the chance for 
social interaction but also our patients can 
receive complementary therapies such as 
aromatherapy, reflexology or massage. These 
treatments are brilliant for relieving anxiety 
and stress.” 

This year the organisers of the Midnight Walk 
have set a fundraising target of £120,000. If 
that is reached it could help to extend the day 
therapy service. 

“I would like it to grow to offer a wider range 
of creative and engaging ways of caring for 
our patients and for the service to continue to 
be a haven for people during what is always a 
busy week of hospital trips and doctor and 
nurse visits,” said Beth. 

The day service is just one of the ways in 
which St Clare cares for the people of West 


Essex and across the border in East Herts. It 
relies heavily on the local community taking 
part in events like the Midnight Walk to help it 
raise the £ 1.75m it needs each year.

Amazing place to 
discover a fir tree 


A MAN in Russia has 
amazed doctors after 
they found a tiny fir 
tree growing inside 
one of his lungs. 

Artyom Sidorkin (28) became 


really worried about his health 
after he satrted suffering severe 
chest pains and coughing up 
blood. When doctors took X- 
rays they spotted something 
growing in one of his lungs and 
decided to operate. 


But when he was taken to a 
hospital in the Urals region of 
Russia to undergo routine 
surgery to get remove the 
growth, they were astonished to 
find it was a tiny fir tree! The 
5cm tall sapling was perfectly 
formed and appeared to 
be growing inside him. 
Surgeon Vladimir 
Kamashev said: “The 
branch was green, as if it 
had just been taken from 
the wood. It's still a mystery 
how the tree got in there.” 
One theory is that Artyom - 
who studies plants for a 
living - accidentally 
breathed in a small branch 
while he was working in the 
woods. Others believe he 
may have breathed in a 
seed which then grew into 
a tree inside his body. 

But Artyom doesn’t think 
that’s a reasonable 
explanation 

He said: “For plants to be 
able to grow they need 
light, water and carbon 
dioxide. Therefore, plants 
cannot use human tissue 
as they cannot process it.” 
But he may not have too 
wait too long for an 
explanation. Part of his 
lung, along with the tiny 
tree, has been kept to be 
studied further by 
scientists.

A YOUNG Harlow author hopes to 
prove she has the literary X-Factor 
with the publication of her feelgood 
debut novel next month.

Hack finds suicide is a 
far from painless story 



ADAPTED from the six-part 2003 BBC 
mini-series created by Paul Abbott, State 
Of Play is a timely political thriller about 
the tug of war between morality and 
sensationalist headlines. 

The skeletal narrative of the award-winning 
six-hour television programme is untouched, 
transplanted from the corridors of power in 
London to the newsrooms and boardrooms 
of Washington DC. 

Screenwriters Matthew Michael Carnahan, Tony 
Gilroy and Billy Ray have been forced to excise 
subplots and entire characters to shoehorn as 
much of the intrigue and double-cross as possible 
into two taut hours. 

As a result, there are several noticeable holes in

the plot, which necessitate some Herculean leaps 
of logic for the characters to reach their dramatic 
conclusions, especially in the serpentine final 30 
minutes. 

Director Kevin Macdonald (The Last King Of 
Scotland) punctuates the snappy dialogue with 
some terrific, suspenseful set pieces, including a 
shocking turn of events in a hospital room and a 
deadly game of cat and mouse in a subterranean 
car park. 

The film opens with US Congressman Stephen 
Collins (Ben Affleck), the charismatic chairman of 
a televised committee hearing into defence 
budgets, breaking down as he relates the suicide 


of his staff assistant 

The media swarms and gossipmongers seize on 
the possibility of an extra-marital affair between 
the congressman and his beautiful aide and as 
speculation intensifies, Collins confesses to an 
affair and begs forgiveness from his wife. 
Hard-nosed Washington Globe editor Cameron 
Lynne (Helen Mirren) assigns veteran reporter Cal 
McAffrey (Russell Crowe, pictured above), a one¬ 
time friend of the senator, to cover the story and 
he gradually uncovers a deadly conspiracy which 
casts doubt on the theory that the assistant 
committed suicide. 

As well as its core mystery, the film also takes a 
nostalgic look at print journalism and finds it 
under threat from the internet revolution and the 
phenomenon of blogging, leaving McAffrey 
increasingly looking like the last of a breed.

HUGH Jackman sharpens his retractable 
adamantium claws in this spin-off from 
the X-Men films, expanding the back story 
of the franchise’s most popular and 
enigmatic character. 

James Howlett (Jackman) and his best 
friend Victor Creed (Liev Schreiber) 
abandon mid-19th century Canada to take 
up arms in the American Civil War, 
fighting on behalf of the north. 

Both are blessed with mutant powers and 
the friends (aka Wolverine and 
Sabretooth) endure the hell of war 
unscathed, going on to prove their worth 
against the Germans in two world wars 
before supporting Uncle Sam in Vietnam. 
This final tour of duty leads to a spell in a 
covert US government operation alongside 
other gifted mutants, including gravity- 
defying sharp-shooter David North aka 
Agent Zero (Daniel Henney), the shape- 
and mass-shifting Fred Dukes aka The 
Blob (Kevin Durand), master fighter Wade 
Wilson aka Deadpool (Ryan Reynolds), 
teleporter extraordinaire John Wraith aka 
Kestrel (Will I Am) and Barnell Bohusk 
aka Beak (Dominic Monaghan), who can 
make technology do his bidding. 
Compelled to leave the fold, Wolverine 
(now named Logan) tries to forge a life 
away from the program but the men in 
charge refuse to let their prize asset leave 
without a fight. 

Six years pass until shadowy former 
commander General Stryker shows up 
and asks Logan to come back and be a 
part of a new Weapon X project. 

Logan refuses but Creed shows up and 
murders his girlfriend; burning for 
revenge, he accepts Stryker’s offer to be 
infused with adamantium so he can 
become effectively indestructible.

Shameless first announced the release of 1973 Euro 
sauce-fest Baba Yaga more than two years ago but 
it’s been worth the wait since the label was able to let 
director Corrado Farina re-edit the film back to a near- 
as-damn-it approximation of his first cut. 

Adapted from the works of celebrated comic book 
writer/artist Guido Crepax, it’s a classy-looking blend 
of kitsch stylings, erotica, witchcraft, random political 
sentiments, cursed cameras, Nazi-flavoured S&M 
dreams and a leather-clad doll that turns into a 
dominatrix, largely shot and cut to closely resemble 
the look and pacing of its printed page source. 
Walking home one night in Milan, waif-faced 
photographer Valentina (Isabelle De Funes) is nearly 
run down by a speeding limo driven by a faintly 
sinister older woman (Caroll Baker), who promptly 
gives her a ride home, purloins one of her suspender 
clips and introduces herself as Baba Yaga (evidently a 
more attractive incarnation of the cannibal hag from 
Russian folklore). 

The next morning, the witch barges into Valentina’s 
apartment, comes on to her with all the subtlety of a 
drunk farmhand at the May ball and puts a hex on 
her camera to kill or disable those it pictures. 

Torn between her more conventional affections for 
boyfriend Arno (George Eastman) and the emotions 
stirred by the predatory sorceress in her crumbling 
rococo mansion (complete with a bottomless pit 
under the drawing room carpet), Valentina slowly 
drifts into a realm where dream, fantasy and reality 
intersect and blur. 

Despite the abundance of kinky fashion and female 
flesh on show, Baba Yaga is more titillating than 
shocking, content for the most to drift along as a 
teasing mystery to the accompaniment of Piero 
Umiliani’s hugely infectious funky opening song and 
subsequent solo piano score. 

Farina’s restored material includes a couple of full 
frontal scenes and a curious opening sequence 
featuring a groovy political ‘happening’ in a 
graveyard, and the wealth of extras include an 
interview with him, his informative short 
documentaries Freud A Fumetti and 
Fummettophobia, a gallery and a text commentary.

COLD PREY/COLD PREY: 
RESURRECTION 

(Momentum Pictures, 18, retail) 

Slasher movies have enjoyed a major resurgence, 
although it’s a shame America - the country which 
popularised the sub-genre - has largely met the 
renewed interest with a welter of remakes ranging 
from the okay-but-pointless ( Friday The 13th, My 
Bloody Valentine ) to the atrocious (Rob Zombie’s 
wretched Halloween, Prom Night, Black Christmas). 
Luckily, Norway has no comparable cinematic 
heritage and so director/co-writer Roar Uthaug gets to 
create his own little corner of slice-and-dice hell from 
the ground up. 

In 2006’s Cold Prey, a group of young friends head off 
to a remote mountainous region for extreme 
snowboarding and are forced to take refuge in an 


abandoned hotel when one of them breaks a leg - 
the prelude to a night of terror and panic as they’re 
stalked by a hulking, ice axe-wielding killer. 

In outline it sounds as formulaic as any other slasher, 
but Uthaug knows a thing or two about tension and 
impact; while effectively paying homage to the plot 
cliches everybody expects (and wants), he layers 
them onto a foundation of strong and likeable 
characterisations and delivers each with a maximum 
of sweaty-palmed tension. 

Also, Ingrid Bolso Berdal is exceptionally good as the 
resourceful ‘final girl’ Jannicke and is a welcome 
returnee for the 2008 sequel Cold Prey: Resurrection 
which, despite being directed by Mats Stenberg, looks 
and feels like a seamless continuation of the original. 
Picking up immediately after the events of the first 
film, the story moves to and stays in a small 
community hospital, a la Halloween 2, where 
survivor Jannicke has been taken for treatment. 

Down in the mortuary are the remains of her friends 
- and the body of their killer. Before you can yell 
“clear!”, well-intentioned but misguided medics have 
jolted him back to life and he’s soon back in business. 
Stenberg jumps into the thick of it with a swifter pace 
and bolder killings, but it’s still the performances by 
Berdal and her fellows which carry the day. 

A top box set for those seeking something fresh, with 
Cold Prey: Resurrection also released separately.

FINGERPRINTS 

(Anchor Bay Entertainment, 15, retail) 

An interesting but not entirely successful bid to blend 
a ghost story with a slasher film, Fingerprints centres 


on teenager Melanie (Leah Pipes), fresh out of rehab 
and moving to a small Texas town with a big secret. 
Decades earlier, a busload of children died on the 
town’s railway crossing and urban legend has it that if 
you stop your car on the spot, their ghosts will push 
you to safety, leaving only telltale fingerprints. 

But as Mel digs into the story, a very flesh-and-blood 
presence in the town begins a brutal killing spree. 
Neither fish nor fowl, the film is entertainingly creepy 
enough, even though its mystery is far too easy to 
figure out considering only two characters are old 
enough to be connected to the original accident and 
one of them shows up as a victim.

A BUNCH OF AMATEURS 

(Entertainment In Video, 15, retail & rental) 

A light comedy from the Richard Curtis School of 
Feelgood Froth with the Isle of Man unconvincingly 
mugging as Suffolk and ancient Hollywood action star 
Burt Reynolds unconvincingly mugging as merely 
over-the-hill Hollywood action star Jefferson Steel.

A ppearing on the 

shopping list of savvy 
buyers up and down the 
country, Nissan describes 
this UK designed and built 
model as non-conformist. 
It’s not hard to see why. 

The Note is a difficult car to 
place. It’s larger than a 
traditional B-segment super-mini 
such as the Nissan Micra but 
more compact than a C-Segment 
family car such as the Ford 
Focus. 

The fact that Nissan doesn’t have 
a C-Segment contender will not 
have been lost on smart potential 
Note customers. The need for one 
is cleverly negated through a 
combination of the Note and the 
popular crossover Qashqai - 
meaning Nissan essentially has 
two inventive models in place of 
a single conventional one. 
Packaging is key to the Note’s 
ability to transcend genres. From 
the outside it has a kind of old- 
school boxy appeal, but the 
design is not without its quirks. 
The rear lights extend over the 
downward slope of the roofline, 
giving the rear end a more 


distinctive look while the bug¬ 
eyed front with its short bonnet 
is reminiscent of the Micra and 
brims with slightly goofy charm. 
Inside the Note you’ll be thankful 
for that short bonnet and boxy 
shape as it translates into a very 
roomy interior. Height seems to 
be one of the model’s key 
attributes and, although it’s 
actually shorter than some of the 
mini-MPVs that Nissan has in its 
scopes, it still offers a large 
amount of headroom. 

Thanks to the headroom there is 
potential for creating a raised 
driving position that combines 


the model’s excellent visibility 
and easily judged dimensions to 
make the Note a very easy car to 
manoeuvre. 

The downside to the copious 
interior height and long 
wheelbase is that, in comparison, 
the width of the Note feels less 
impressive. Although hardly 
cramped, the rear will not 
accommodate three adults 
without a struggle. Two adults 
will find it comfortable though, 
thanks largely to 
the ability to slide the rear seats 
forward and back and maximise 
the already generous legroom. 


That also means there,s potential 
to maximise boot space. A two- 
tier boot floor uses twin panels to 
create a number of storage 
options; a deep boot, a high shelf 
for easy loading, secret storage 
underneath or using just one 
panel to barricade in the 
groceries are all on the cards. 

The square rear and well- 
proportioned boot door means 
making the most of the room 
available is simple. 

In an eminently sensible car, the 
eminently sensible 1.5-litre diesel 
engine makes the most sense. 

The high power version, with a 
shade over lOObhp compared to 
the 85bhp of the standard model, 
certainly makes its extra clout 
felt with a respectable zero to 
62mph time of just over 11 
seconds and a brisk turn of in¬ 
gear pace that belies the Note’s 
rather more understated 
demeanour. 

Naturally there’s a price to be 
paid in terms of fuel efficiency, 
but even the lesser figure will 
suffice for all but the most 
exacting of drivers. Opting for 
the more powerful version 
without due consideration is not 
recommended, however, firstly 
because its diesel particulate 
filter will not respond well to 


repeated short journeys and, 
secondly, because the highly 
strung unit can be less satisfying 
to use around town thanks to it 
eagerness to apply the turbo. 
Away from the stop-start urban 
environment the high power 
diesel Note is more at ease, with 
a firm chassis and measured 
ride, responsive steering and well 
weighted controls. The interior 
layout is traditional and very 
easy to live with, although the 
smaller gauges are bordering on 
too small with digits that can be 
hard to read at a glance. 

Hard to read for a different 
reason is the specification list for 
the Tekna model, chiefly because 
it’s so long. High-end equipment 
such as auto lights and wipers 
are included, along with a six- 
disc changer, part leather, folding 
mirrors, alloy wheels and 
privacy glass. Importantly for 
family vehicle, ESP is standard, 
too. 

A difficult car to place the Note 
may be but its far from difficult 
to see the appeal. Roomy, 
extremely practical and cost 
effective, its part hatchback part 
MPV styling shouldn’t put off 
those more used to a traditional 
shape, as the benefits are plain to 
see.

“I probably should have been more ruthless.

Secretary offered to resign over points deduction 


HAWKS club secretary Jim 
Aldridge has revealed that he 
offered to resign after the 
three-points deduction for 
playing the ineligible Ricci 
Crace.

Crace was signed from

This was heard at 
Soho Square earlier this month 
but was rejected. 

Aldridge (57), right, said: “I 
offered my resignation to Gary 
Lewis and Simon Morgan but it 
was not taken. It has been wor¬ 
rying me for weeks. I feel I 
have let everybody down. It 
was my error.” 

Aldridge was upset by 
Enfield’s role in this matter. 
His life partner Frances 


Cunneen was a director at 
Enfield Town FC at the time. 

“I was not happy that 
Enfield did not do their job. 
Frances was sent an e-mail [on 
February 11] from another 
Enfield director that Ricci had 
been released. It was also put 
on their website on February 11 
that he had been released. 

“Enfield were only fined 
£27 for the charge. It has cost 
us a bit more.”
